NAZI AVIATION 
CHIEF WARNS 
OF SWIFT MOVE 


Make Good Hitler’s 
Reichstag Demands 
BERLIN, March 1-4 threat of 


swift and devastating serial war 
upon Austria and Oszechoslovakia 


was flung before the world today 
by Nazi Field Marshal Hermann 
Goering at a third anniversary cele- 
bration of the new German air 
force. 

Goering, Air Minister and direc- 
tor of the Nazi four-year autarchy 
plan, said the powerful Reich air 
force stands ready “to go the limit 
to make good” Hitler demand to 
the Reichstag a week ago Sunday 
for control over the “10,000,000 Ger- 
mans living on our frontiers.” 

A seething conflict over Nazism 
has gripped Austria, and a Nazi 
group in the Sudetic-German dis- 
trict of Czechoslovakia has de- 
manded “autonomy” with Nasi 
domination. The German-speaking 
population in Austria and Czecho- 
slovakia numbers about 10,000,000. 

“If the Fuehrer (Hitler) used the 
proud words, that we no longer can 
tolerate the oppression of 10,000,000 
Germans on our borders, then you 
members of the Air Force know 
that, if need be, you must go the 
limit to make good these words of 
the Fuehrer,” declared to 
an audience in Air Ministry 
including the highest officers of the 
armed forces, Nagi party leaders 
and Cabinet members. Most of the 
audience were military aviators. 

Goering predicted that the Nazi 
air force would be ruthless in its 
methods of warfare, saying “it will 
be terrible once it is ordered into 
action—terrible for our enemies.” 

“We tingle with eagerness to 
show we are invincible,” Goering 
added. 


Tokio Cabinet 
Submits Huge 
Budget for War 


TOKIO, March 1 (UP). — The 
cabinet today submitted to parlia- 
ment a supplementary budget call- 
ing for 4,850,000,000 Yen (approxi- 
mately $1,406,500,000) to finance the 
war against China. 

Of the total 3,257,000,000 Yen 
($944,530,000) will go to the army, 
1,043,000,000 Yen ($302,470,000) to 
the navy and 550.000,000 Yen ($159,- 
400,000) will be held in reserve. 

Revenues from. bond issues are 
expected to bring 4,453,500,000 Yen 
(811.5140000 and the remainder

VATICAN CITY, March 1 (UP).

It is evident from these early returns, that the in- 


crease in wages—-largely forced by trade union and 


espe- 


cially CIO action—did not keep pace with the increase 


in profits, at least in these industries. 


In noting the comparisons, bear in mind that the 
profit figures in the table cover all of 1937, including the 


last quarter slump period. However, since the latest 


average weekly earnings figures are for October, 


1937, 


we have been able to give only the 10-month average for 


this item. When the full-year wage figures are reported 


they will reflect the recession in workers’ wages in the 
last two months of 1937. Thus the averages will doubt-

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Bad Advice 
For the American Labor Party 


The American Labor Party has received 
some free advice from the little group of 
right-wing “Socialists” who were expelled 
from the Socialist Party and who now call 
themselves the Social-Democratic Federation. 

In a resolution, these “Socialists” issue a 
warning against the “infiltration” of Repub- 
licans and Democrats into the American La- 
bor Party.

However, if honest persons are to be 
barred from the A.L.P. merely because they 
are still Democrats or Republicans, as the 
right-wingers advocate, this would mean 
narrowing down the organization instead of 
giving it the rapid, healthy growth that it 
needs. 

Maybe it is their guilty conscience that 
makes these right-wing “Socialists” cry out 
so loudly now.

But this attack on the old parties is 
merely window dressing for the main section 
of the resolution.
